Avoid stray cat's strut

After discovering that a stray 
cat in the Shawsheen area had 
rabies, health officials are warn- 
ing people to avoid contact with 
outdoor cats and all wild animals. 

The kitten, which was hit by 
a car in the Riverina Road area 
and died, was reported as posi- 
tive for rabies by the state last 
Wednesday, after the Towns- 
man went to press. 

A woman who had fed the 
animal suspected it might be 
sick, says Everett Penney Jr., 
Andover health director.

Following the town’s preventative mainte- 
nance program, Piantedosi and others walked 
through every school building last Tuesday, 
Aug. 29, on an annual tour inspection. They 
checked and double-checked every nook and 
cranny to make sure classrooms and grounds 
were OK for returning students, he said. 

The team found three major, unanticipated 
problems, all requiring immediate attention, 
and one with a potential health risk. Two 
Doherty Middle School boilers were leaking 
fumes, a Shawsheen School chimney was 
cracked; and two first-grade West Elementary 
bathrooms needed new pipes inside the walls. 

The problems are a result of the buildings’ 
ages, and not a lack of attention, said Piante- 
dosi. Some of the school buildings were built in 
the 1920s, and in the case of Doherty Middle 
School, one of the leaky boilers was part of the 
original structure. 

Smaller improvements and repairs, made 
throughout the academic year, usually amount 
to as much as $30,000 — half of what the team’s 
findings uncovered this year, said Piantedosi. 

“These were some major repairs that were

Determining which students must 
leave their childhood friends to attend a 
new school is never an easy task. And 
when it comes to redistricting, parents 
are intense, to say the least. 

Some are passionate about their kids 
going to the new school, with the latest of

Some want their young ones to be 
moved to a school with certain teachers

From laptops to playgrounds 
What's new in public school? 


By Rebecca Piro 

Andover schools once again are filled 
with chattering voices, ringing bells and 
the quiet tapping of pencils - all traditional 
signs of the end of summer, and the begin 
ning of a new school year. 


But changes, also an important part of 


the academic year, make each school year 
different and more challenging. This fall, 
Andover schools hit the books with new 
changes inside and outside the classroom. 

The theme in South School classrooms 
this fall is “students today, leaders tomor 
row,” said Principal Eileen Woods. 

“We're going to be focusing on the fact 
that the children we mentor today will be 
the leaders that we follow tomorrow,” she 
said. True to the theme, students will work 
together following November's presidential 
election. 

The technology in the classroom is also 
reaching toward tomorrow, as fourth- and 
fifth-grade children will soon be provided 
with laptop computers to use in school, 
Woods said. 

South School is piloting the use of laptops 
in elementary schools, she said. Teachers 
will have their own laptops, and students 


will each have a laptop for certain periods of 


classtime for accessing the Internet and gen 
eral integration with classroom instruction. 

“It’s a state-of-the-art initiative,” she 
said. 

A new approach to learning mathemat- 
ics will also begin this fall, said Woods. 
“Everyday Mathematics”, a hands-on pro 
gram created by the University of Chicago, 
teaches children how to problem solve and 
think at a higher level, she said. 

Students have a new playground to look 
forward to at Bancroft School, said Princi- 
pal Norah McCarthy. After Dragon’s Lair 
was demolished this summer due to safety 
problems, parents, teachers and volunteers 
will construct a new playground around 
Sept. 22, she added. 

Until then, students will have recess out 
on the school’s soccer field, she said. 

Doherty Middle School students will find 
two new classrooms awaiting them on the 
building’s third floor, which once was a 


conference room, said Principal Floyd 
McManus 
Faced with increased enrollment and 


dwindling space, the school created the 
classroom space on the third floor only 
weeks ago. But the classrooms are only 
temporary, said McManus. As soon as the 
new Cross Street Schools are built, he 
expects the need for third-floor classrooms 
to be eliminated, and the space to be con 
verted back to its original state. 

Andover schools will focus not only on 
students this year, but also on teachers 
through a district-wide teacher connection, 
titled the Andover Induction Mentoring 
program (AIM) 

The School Committee discussed the 
program at Tuesday night’s meeting. 

“| think it’s a very important develop 
ment,” said member Skip Eccles. “We've 
got to be prepared to spend money on it.” 

In the past, new teachers have been wel 
comed during an informative orientation 
session, said Bancroft School Principal 
Norah McCarthy. But the implementation 
of this program will go above and beyond 
an introductory session, and continue help- 
ing new members throughout the school 
year. 

Through discussions within teachers’ 
own schools and _ between educators 
throughout Andover, new teachers will 
reinforce important skills such as curricu- 
lum instruction and strategies for parent- 
teacher conferences. 

“There are many new faces in terms of 
staff,” McCarthy said. At Bancroft alone, 
there are six new teachers this fall 

McCarthy predicts that such a program 
will help retain staff, therefore becoming a 
“powerful professional development piece” 
for schools. 

A district-wide mentoring program will 
benefit not only the new teachers, but the 
ones with years of experience in Andover 
too, said South School Principal Eileen 
Woods. 

“New teachers will be sharing their 
ideas, talents and interests with teachers 
that are experienced,” she said. “There will 
be some nice exchange between them.”

Willoughby delayed 


After being turned away by the Planning| 
Board and spending years in litigation at land 
court, the developer for Willoughby Estates was 
scheduled to pick up where he left off Tuesday” 
night at a special meeting of the board. 

Almost one month ago Judge Mark Green 
had ordered the Planning Board to reopen the 
hearing on Willoughby Estates, a 2l-acre pro- 
posal at Prides Circle, and give developer John 
McGarry of Coolidge Construction Co. of North 
Andover a second chance. 

The judge ruled that the board had made its 
decision based on factors not within its powers 
to determine, such as declining the permit to 
protect the solitude of a presently dead-end 
development at Prides Circle.

For the past 20 to 30 years, 
Andover has only used eminent 
domain in “friendly” property 
where both the buyers 
ind sellers agree to it, says Major 
In such cases, eminent domain 
ensures that the municipality has 
sole ownership, negating any past 
title disputes 

But in terms of the sewers, emi 
nent domain could be crucial to the 
project's completion, he says. 

“I would agree to use eminent 
domain if necessary,” Major says, 
noting that he does not speak for 
the whole board, which he says has 
not had a detailed discussion about 
the option yet. “If you get into a sit- 
uation where one piece of property 
stops an entire leg of the project 
from happening, you can’t stop the 
whole project because of that.” 

Resident Martha Totten of Mill- 
stone Circle agrees that eminent 
domain should be a last resort. She 
and her husband, John, agreed to 
an easement across their property, 
but only after the town came back 
to them with several revised plans. 

“The first couple of plans they 
had were really going to tear up 
our land quite a bit,” she says. “We 
told them what we would have 
liked, and they eventually agreed 
to that. Two or three times the 
town came back with plans.” 

Despite the Tottens’ initial hesi- 
tations, the town listened to their 
concerns and never threatened to 
invoke eminent domain, she says.

“I would use (eminent domain) 
as a last recourse,” she says. “I 
couldn't think of a reason why one 
person holding out would be a rea- 
son to just scrap (the whole pro- 
ject).” 

Five residents who have been 
contacted by the town concerning 
easements could not be reached for 
comment by the Townsman. One 
resident, who Petkus says turned 
down the easement option, refused 
to comment. 

For now, there is nothing to 
force the hand of selectmen, who 
act as the town’s sewer commis- 
sioners. The state has yet to 
approve the project, and the town’s 
appraiser, William LaChance of 
Petersen/LaChance Realty Advi- 
sors, out of Danvers, says the 
appraisals will be completed with- 
in the year.

NAVIGATING ROOT CANAL 

In the immediate aftermath of trauma to the mouth, root 
canal therapy may be performed when the soft inner tissue of 
the tooth (pulp) has been severely damaged and dies. The 
goal of the procedure is to save the crown (white outer portion 
of the tooth). The pulp is the area inside the crown that 
extends down into the gums with nerves and blood vessels. 
The dentist can check to see if the tooth is alive by measuring 
whether the patient can feel cold on the tooth or reacts to an 
electrical stimulation on the tooth. The procedure involves 
removing the pulp from the non-vital tooth, and then filling and 
sealing the area and securing the crown. 

Although some say that anticipation is half the fun, 
expecting root canals to be painful is usually more than half 
the reason for a patient’s fears. Feel free to discuss your 
dental concerns with us.

P.S. In some cases after trauma, the tissue under the 
crown will become temporarily inflamed and compress the 
nerve in the pulp. Once that swelling subsides, the tooth will 
be fine.

orking to become a _ priest, 
\ \ James Shay of Cherokee Circle 
spent the summer ministering 

to others. 
The seminarian, who expects to be 


ordained a priest in May 2001, traveled 


to the Philippines with Catholic Relief 


Services (CRS), an organization that 
dedicates itself to developing impover- 
ished countries by teaching its people 
the skills they need to become self-sup- 
porting. 

This type of trip is nothing new to 
Shay, who spent his previous two sum- 
mers doing similar work in Peru and 
the Dominican Republic. 

Founded in 1943, CRS began as a 
relief organization, providing World 
War II refugees with food and supplies. 
Today the organization’s focus is on 
helping people’ help themselves 
through skill development, rather than 
on providing handouts. 

During his 11-day mission in the 
Philippines, Shay, and the nine semi- 
narians and one priest with whom he 
traveled, worked with various non-gov- 
ernment agencies on several projects, 
including establishing a community 


health program and a Grameen (a Ben 
gali word meaning village) banking 
system. 

To establish the health program, the 
missionaries taught villagers basic 
first aid and trained a group of women 
in midwifery. All this was done in an 
attempt to help the barangay (small 
cluster of homes) become self-reliant. 

The Grameen banking system, 
which provides loans to poor women to 
start their own businesses, was partic- 
ularly impressive to Shay, who notes 


that 60 families control 50 percent of 


the wealth in the Philippines. Devel- 
oped by a Bangladeshi economics pro- 
fessor, the banking system which 
boasts a 97-percent payback rate — pro- 
vides loans only to the poorest people. 
Those with collateral do not qualify. 
The women take a general oath to 
pay back their loans and work toward 
self-sufficiency. The system teams six 
women, and each month they pay off a 


portion of their loans and put some of 


their earnings into a general pot. If a 
woman cannot pay off the required por- 
tion of her loan, she pulls the money 


from the pot. A certain amount of

One of the most important rooms in any home is the kitchen.

kitchen questionnaire comes in handy when determining which 
kitchen design best suits your lifestyle. For example, if you enjoy 
baking a lot, you'll need more counter space than someone who 
prefers microwave dinners 

There are four basic kitchen designs: 

The L-Shaped Kitchen — The L-shaped kitchen provides a 
work area largely unbroken by traffic. It is one of the most com 
mon kitchen designs, and it provides excellent flexibility in the 
placement of major appliances. 

The U-Shaped Kitchen — This design gives you a good 
working environment, since no traffic pattern cuts through it. This 
kitchen offers a great amount of counter space, and one area of 
the counter may be used to separate the kitchen from the dining 
area. 

The Island Kitchen — An island can be added to the U- 
shaped, L-shaped or single-wall kitchens to provide plenty of 
counter space and storage. It becomes part of your work station, 
and it is preferable to allow at least a 36-inch aisle on each side 
of the island.

Also, be sure to check to 
see how fast the toilet flushes. 

* In the bathtub, check for leaky and 
loose tiles.

* Check the water volume by turning on

client had two rare

With the world as their oyster, how do 
homeowners put together a kitchen that 
mixes design elements without looking hap- 
hazard and jumbled? 

Lidsky says that you can’t just mix what- 
ever you like. There has to be a balance, and 
even if you have excellent taste and might be 
able to get the aesthetics right, there are still 
the practical elements to consider. So, 
inevitably, you wind up with numerous diffi- 
cult choices. 


Practical Concerns 

Rutt designers agree that whatever style 
homeowners might want to borrow from 
favorite locales around the world, initial 
interviews and thorough, preliminary plans 
and sketches are important first steps. 

“We don’t believe in formula design,” 
explains Jim Bilotta of Bilotta Home Center, 
Marmaroneck and Briarcliff, N.Y. “There is 
no magic plan that works for everybody. It 
makes a huge difference how a family shops, 
cooks and eats; that will dictate if they will 
need extra freezer space, two dishwashers, an 
additional sink or cabinets that will store 
baking paraphernalia, pretty china, trays, 
small appliances, giant bags of kibbles for the 
family dog or whatever.” 

“These are some of the practical considera- 
tions, and finding the right answers to them 
is just as essential to a successful kitchen as 
the aesthetics,” Bilotta notes. 
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Routine maintenance of appliances 


Routine maintenance of 
household appliances will pay 
for itself in improved efficien- 
cy, longer life for the appli- 
ances and improved appear- 
ance. Just keeping them clean, 
inside and out, can make a 
world of difference. 

Refrigerators, like air condi- 
tioners, move a lot of air across 
their condenser coils. With this 
air comes dust, pet hair and 
lint that clings to the coils, 
reducing their ability to dissi- 
pate heat. When this happens, 
the compressor runs longer 
and cools less; this makes for 
an inefficient appliance and 
higher electrical bills. 

Cleaning these coils twice a 
year makes a big difference 
and will take only minutes to 
complete. As for gaining 
access, the condenser coils are 
behind a grille below the door. 

The location of the evapora- 
tor plate (or evaporator coil) 
will vary. On older models, the 
evaporator coil is next to the 
compressor motor at the appli- 
ance's back behind an access 
panel. Newer models usually

have an exposed coil in the 
form of a large metal grid on 
the refrigerator's back. 

As the condenser coil does 
most of the work, it will 


deserve the greater share of 


your attention. Begin by lifting 
the grille from its place below 
the front door. The coil will 
probably be loaded with clus- 
ters of greasy fuzz. Use a vacu- 
um cleaner to pull the dust 
from the coils. If the coils feel 
very greasy, use a spray bottle 
and some degreasing cleaner to 
rinse the fin tubes. Next, pull 
the refrigerator out so you can 
work on the compressor com- 
partment. Remove the access 
panel and vacuum the com- 
pressor and evaporator coil. 
Finally, replace the grille and 
access panel and move the 
refrigerator back.

Probably the most familiar 
source of trouble is the range.

ities of stone, but with a dif- 
ferent look. And, even when 
people do decide on artificial 
counters, they’re going with 
soft, earthy tones of green 
and brown. 

“You don’t see people 
coming in and ordering blue 
countertops anymore,” says 
McNamara. 

As for flooring, McNama- 
ra says hardwood is where 
it’s at. 

“Eighty to 90 percent of 
what we do is wood floors for 
kitchens,” McNamara says. 
“It (wood) is repairable and 
it has long-term value.” 

She says consumers are 
beginning to realize that a 
wood floor can age graceful- 
ly with the home. McNama- 
ra says that, in contrast to 
ripped or cracked linoleum 
or tile, damaged or worn out 
hardwood floors can be easi- 
ly repaired. 

Sal Leone, president of 
Gallery Tile in Lawrence, 
has been in business for 12 
years, and he’s seen many 
kitchen and bath decorating 
trends come and go. In fact, 
Leone gets to be a bit of a 
trendsetter himself — he trav- 
els to Italy each October to 
pore over the latest styles of 
tile and bring back what he 
thinks will be popular with 
his customers. 

Over the last few years, 
Leone has also seen more 
and more people leaning 
toward natural-looking 
designs. And, he says older 
looks are gaining popularity. 
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“Right now, they’re (con- 
sumers) going very antique- 
looking, looks that are very 
classic,” Leone says. 
“They're not going very 
shiny.” 

According to Leone, tum- 
bled marble, or marble that 
has had the polish taken off 
so that it looks like it’s been 
weathered through time, is 
quite popular. He says lime- 
stone, with its “subtle fin- 
ish” and soft texture, is also

used often for both floors 
and walls. Granite is another 
frequent choice. 

“Granite is used more and 
more throughout homes - 
its very durable and 
rugged,” says Leone. 

He says many homeown- 
ers like to pair shiny, gran- 
ite countertops with tiles 
that have a dull surface. 

For those who choose to 
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decorate with tile, Leone 
says “modular-size” tiles 
(various sizes of the same 
tile) are being used to create 
a pattern of shapes, as 
opposed to a pattern of col- 
ors. 

“You can create rug-effect 
designs within the same 
floor, using the same tile,” 
he says. 

Another favored design 
for tile floors is created by 
using “tozzetti,” or small 
ceramic or marble circles, to 
form a repeating pinwheel 
pattern. 

When it comes to picking 
colors, “neutrals are always 
popular,” according to 
Leone. Soft colors such as 
beige and cream are in, 
while stark, antiseptic-look- 
ing white is not. 

“The bright whites are 
out completely,” says Leone. 

Multi-colored countertops 
and floors, done in rich 
tones of green, red and 
brown, are also popular, 
Leone says. 

Ken Traub, president of 
Arrow Floor Carpet One in 
Andover and _ Lawrence, 
agrees that many customers 
are interested in a natural 
look. He says even man- 
made products, such as tile 
and laminates, are now 
designed to look more realis- 
tic. 

“The stone looks are very 
popular,” says Traub.

Traveling pet owners who fret over 
the happiness of their boarded ani- 
mals soon will be able to purchase a 
pair of products to help them keep in 
touch from the road. 

Two Andover residents, Van Ran- 
ganath and Tumkur Narasimhan, 
believe many owners will be willing 
to buy these products just to put their 
mind at ease. 

Ranganath is president and CEO, 
and Narasimhan is the founder and 
director, of a startup Internet-product 
company called eSmart Innovations. 

The Tewksbury-based company’s 
premier products will be called 
PetViewer and AnimalViewer, and 
will provide animal owners with the 
audio and visual technology to check 
on their pets in real time, from any- 
where in the world. 

In other words, a worried owner 
could see and hear how Fido’s doing 
online all the way from Fiji. 

While both PetViewer and Ani- 
malViewer will offer the same tech- 
nology, and seek to relieve some of the 
uneasiness pet owners feel when they 
board their animals, each targets a 
different market. 

PetViewer targets the owners of 
small, domestic animals like dogs and 
cats. 

AnimalViewer watches larger ani- 
mals like horses that are being 
trained to race.

Equipped with these tools, an 
owner can log on the appropriate 
Web site — petsinsight.com for 
PetViewer and stableview.com for 
AnimalViewer — at anytime to see 
and hear his pet on the laptop 
screen in real-time. 

* The owner can also view infor- 
mation about the pet’s stay, such 
as its feedings, exercise routine 
and medical treatment. This data 
will be entered into the computer 
at agreed-upon time intervals to 
ensure ultimate ease of mind for 
the owner. 

* The products also will provide 
chat and e-mail features that allow 


whole process of them trying to reach 
the vet,” he says. 

With patents currently pending on 
both products, Ranganath expects in 
mid-October to have potential cus- 
tomers — namely veterinarians and 
kennel and stable owners — test the 
products.

Although AnimalViewer is cur- 
rently focused on connecting owners 
with their horses, the company plans 
to expand its offering to service such 
facilities as zoos, aquariums, and ani- 
mal-rescue centers. The company also 
plans to add new features to the prod- 
ucts, including two-way transmission 
of audio and video.
